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For  the  Year  Ending  March  31 st, 

AGAIN  this  year  as  heretofore,  it  is  necessary  to  separate  the 
evangelistic  work  of  this  station  into  two  sections  centering1  about  the 
two  capitals  of  the  empire. 

In  both  sections  there  has  been  a  good  degree  of  progress,  not- 
withstanding the  scarcity  of  laborers  by  which  the  work  of  this  station, 
in  common  with  that  of  the  whole  mission,  has  been  seriously  retarded. 

Three  new  churches  have  been  organized,  of  which  two  are  entirely 
self-supporting,  and  four  churches  which  last  year  were  more  or  less 
dependent  upon  the  mission  for  financial  aid  have  become  independent. 

If  the  school  church  in  Kyoto  be  excepted,  (a  church  which  must 
always  be  dependent  largely  on  the  school  funds  for  the  support  of  its 
pastor),  there  is  now  but  one  church  connected  with  this  station  which 
is  receiving  aid  from  the  mission  in  support  of  its  home  work,  that  is  to 
say,  one  church  out  of  a  total  of  fourteen,  or  we  might  say  fifteen,  for 
one  self-supporting  community  lacks  but  the  ceremony  of  recognition 
from  the  neighboring  churches  to  render  it  in  name,  what  it  already  is 
in  reality,  a  full-fledged  self-supporting  church. 

It  will  be  understood  at  once,  that  not  all  of  these  churches  are  able 
to  provide  lor  themselves  the  services  of  a  pastor  who  should  give  his 
whole  time,  even  were  such  pastors  available.  Calling  the  total  fifteen 
as  above,  out  of  this  number,  ten  are  either  providing  for  the  support  of 
pastors  or  actiifg  pastors,  or  would  do  so  at  once  could  suitable  men  be 
procured.  Probably  we  might  call  the  number  of  such  churches  eleven, 
instead  of  ten. 

This  indicates  a  very  gratifying  advance  from  last  year's  position  as 
regards  self-support,  and  constitutes  one  of  the  noteworthy  features  of 
the  past  year's  history. 

Another  feature  deserving  notice  is  the  wide  spread  interest  in 
Christianity  on  the  part  of  those  in  high  social  position.  Some  of  these 
have  already  become  members  of  churches,  others  seem  almost  ready 
to  make  a  public  profession  of  their  faith  ;  while  others  still,  though 


perhaps  not  prepared  for  church  membership,  are  very  outspoken  in 
their  recommendation  of  the  religion  of  Christianity,  and  even  adopt  for 
themselves  the  name  of  Christian. 

While  recognising  that  the  accession  of  allies  of  this  sort  is  not 
necessarily  a  blessing,  we  cannot  fail  to  regard  it  as  a  tribute  to  the 
purity  and  strength  of  the  Christian  character  already  seen  in  the 
churches,  and  we  have  faith  to  believe  that  the  same  spirit  which 
has  hitherto  watched  over  and  blessed  these  churches,  will  so  mould 
the  hearts  of  these  men,  that  their  confessedly  wide  influence  may 
prove  an  efficient  auxilliary  to  that  of  their  brothers  and  sisters  of 
older  and  maturer  faith. 

Before  proceeding  to  the  details  of  the  work,  we  wish  to  make  grate- 
ful record  of  our  high  appreciation  of  the  work  which  has  been  done  by 
our  Japanese  brethren  upon  whom  has  fallen,  we  might  almost  say, 
the  entire  burden  of  the  direct  work.  If,  for  the  sake  of  brevity,  we 
speak  of  the  churches  as  ours,  we  gladly  acknowledge  that  it  is  only 
because  they  are  a  part  of  a  system  to  which  we  ourselves  belong,  and 
because  they  are  composed  of  brothers  and  sisters  in  Christ,  who  by 
community  of  hopes  and  plans  have  bound  themselves  closely  to  us. 

KYOTO  SECTION, 

With  the  completion  of  the  new  chapel  last  summer  on  the  Doshi- 
sha  grounds,  a  plan  was  formed  for  the  withdrawal  of  the  students  from 
the  Second  Church  to  form  the  College  Church.  This  left  the  Second 
Church  so  weak  that  the  remaining  members  deemed  it  wise  to  unite 
with  the  First  Church,  which  from  that  time  has  met  regularly  in  the 
building  formerly  occupied  by  the  Second  Church.  In  spite  of  this  ac- 
cession to  its  membership,  the'  church  is  s:ill  weak,  but  with  the  help  of 
the  students  and  teachers  in  the  School,  it  is  able  to  maintain  its  regular 
services.  Could  a  suitable  pastor  be  found,  there  is  reason  to  believe, 
that  it  might  with  comparatively  little  aid,  soon  grow  to  be  a  strong 
and  independent  church.  The  number  of  baptisms  during  the  year 
ending  December  31st  is  reported  as  13.  Whole  number  of  members,  82. 

The  history  of  the  College  Church  is  so  largely  that  of  the  school 
that  it  need  hardly  be  touched  upon  here.  While  there  has  not  been 
anything  which  could  be  fairly  described  as  a  revival  of  religion,  there 
has  been  a  growing  conscientiousness  on  the  part  of  the  students  in  the 
performance  of  their  school  duties,  which  is  full  of  promise.  Baptisms 
reported,  33.  Whole  number  of  members,  189. 

The  Third  Church  was  deprived  of  its  pastor  early  in  the  year  now 
under  review.  It  was  a  very  great  loss,  for  he  seemed  to  be  just 
entering  upon  the  harvest  for  which  he  had  labored  tor  several  years. 
He  gave  up  his  work,  because  he  though b  himself  c  tiled  to  the  regions 
beyond,  and  went  forward  with  his  gool  wife  under  a  deep  sense  of  the 
sacrifice  they  were  making,  but  none  the  less  making  it  gladly  for  the 
Lord's  sake.  The  church,  we  need  not  say,  was  almost  staggered  by 
its  loss,  but  has  rather  more  than  held  its  own.  Its  membership  has 
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slightly  increased,  as  has  also  the  attendance  upon  the  Sunday  School. 
The  average  attendance  at  this  date  being1  but  little  below  one  hundred. 

The  interest  in  the  church  on  the  part  of  the  city  people  seems  rapidly 
increasing.  Aside  from  regular  services  at  the  temporary  church  build- 
ing, other  services  are  held  at  a  mission  chapel  in  the  cily  and  at  the 
town  of  Yodo,  twelve  miles  to  the  south. 

At  this  latter  place,  an  English  school  has  been  opened,  under  the 
care  of  a  former  student  of  the  Doshisha,  a  Christian,  who  has  organized 
a  Sunday  school  which  is  said  to  be  quite  flourishing.  Plans  are 
now  being  formed  to  provide  a  new  building  for  this  church  and  it 
is  thought  that  a  pastor  will  be  secured  in  the  near  future.  Baptisms 
reported,  29.  Whole  number  of  members,  89. 

The  Fourth  Church  has  had  a  history  not  unlike  that  of  the  Third 
Church,  save  that  it  has  happily  not  been  called  to  part  with  its  pastor, 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Takihara.  It  also  has  a  mission  work  in  the  city,  besides  a 
station  in  the  neighbouring  city  of  Otsu.  This  church  was  aided  by  the 
station  at  the  time  of  the  last  report,  but  now  has  become  independent, 
so  far  as  its  distinctively  church  work  is  concerned  ;  though  aided,  as  is 
also  the  Third  Church,  in  its  mission  work,  by  the  Station.  The  number 
of  scholars  in  the  Sunday  school  of  this  church  is  now  slightly  over 
ninety.  Arrangements  are  nearly  completed  for  an  enlargement  of  the 
present  place  of  worship,  which  will  nearly  double  its  capacity. 
Baptisms  reported,  18.  Whole  number  of  members,  77. 

The  members  of  these  four  churches  have  formed  a  charitable 
society  which  meets  twice  each  week.  It  was,  and  is,  the  aim  of  the 
society  to  sell  the  goods  made  at  these  meetings  and  appropriate  whatever 
profit  there  may  be,  in  aid  of  the  deserving  poor.  As  yet,  however, 
the  amount  of  their  gains  has  been  small,  and  the  chief  advantage  of  the 
society  has  been  in  its  social  influence.  It  has  proved  the  means  of 
bringing  not  a  few  under  the  influence  of  the  Christians. 

Various  other  forms  of  work  have  been  undertaken,  among  which 
may  be  mentioned  a  cooking  school  under  the  care  of  Mrs.  Cady,  an 
English  class  for  teachers  in  the  city  schools  and  a  singing  class  — all  of 
which  it  is  hoped  will  be  tributary  to  the  distinctively  religious  work 
of  the  Station. 

In  enumerating  these  forms  of  activity,  the  temperance  work  begun 
by  Mrs.  Leavitt  last  summer,  and  carried  on  later  by  some  of  the  ladies 
of  the  Station,  should  not  be  forgotten. 

Passing  out  of  the  city,  the  first  church  is  what  is  called  the  1st 
church  in  Tarn b a,  the  province  lying  west  of  Kyoto  and  forming  a  part 
of  the  Prefecture  of  Kyoto.  The  principal  meeting  place  of  this  church 
is  in  the  villag'e  of  Funuida  about  twenty  miles  from  Kyoto,  but  the 
members  are  scattered  over  a  space  of  country  having  a  radius  of  seven 
or  eight  miles  from  the  church  building.  The  lack  of  a  pastor  seems 
to  be  the  only  hindrance  to  the  growth  of  this  church. 

Largely  left  to  its  own  resources  though  it  is,  it  continues  to  grow, 
and  though  perhaps  not  able  to  support  a  pastor  without  a  good  deal  of 
sacrifice,  yet  the  opportunities  for  work  in  this  region  are  so  numerous 
and  so  promising,  that  there  is  every  reason  to  believe  tho  church 
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under  energetic  leadership  would  soon  become  strong  enough  to  be 
divided  into  three.  Students  occasionally  visit  this  church  and  during 
vacations  one  or  more  are  usually  stationed  in  this  parish.  Baptisms  re- 
ported, 17.  Present  membership,  56.  Sunday  school  scholar;',  80. 

The  church  in  Yokaichi,  a  little  distance  from  Lake  Biwa  is 
associated  with  the  Hikone  church  in  the  support  of  Mr.  Nishio  as 
acting  pastor.  This  church  has  lost  some  of  its  most  active  members 
and  hardly  grows  at  all.  The  situation  is  such  as  to  make  its  work 
especially  difficult,  almost  the  entire  business  of  the  village  centering 
about  a  market,  or  fair,  which  meets  several  times  a  month.  The  future 
of  this  church  is  not  hopeful.  Baptisms,  1.  Present  membership,  12. 
Sunday  school  scholars,  8. 

The  church  at  Hikone,  since  the  beginning  of  the  year,  has  assumed 
the  full  support  of  its  pastor,  save  the  slight  aid  which  comes  from 
Yokaichi.  A  misunderstanding  has  recently  arisen  between  the  acting 
pastor  of  the  church  and  a  part  of  the  people,  which  will  probably 
render  his  withdrawal  necessary,  but  it  id  believed  that  the  difficulty  is 
not  likely  to  stand  in  the  way  of  the  success  of  a  new  pastor,  if  a  suitable 
one  can  be  secured.  Additions  during  the  year,  10.  Present  membership, 
46.  Sunday  school  scholars,  50. 

The  church  at  Nagahama  continues  under  the  care  of  Rev. 
Mr.  llori  who  has  proved  himself  an  unusually  devoted  pastor.  The 
church  has  been  for  several  years  self-supporting. 

From  this  church  the  work  has  spread  to  Tsuruga  on  the  west  coast 
where  the  Japanese  Home  Missionary  Society  has  stationed  an  agent. 

Mr.  Hoii  has  recently  been  called  to-mourn  the  loss  of  his  wife, 
and  is  now  himself  in  broken  health,  so  that  he  is  temporarily  absent 
from  his  field.  He  is,  however,  full  of  hope  and  is  planning  for  a 
a  larger  and  more  suitable  church  building  which  the  failure  of  a  school 
enterprise  of  the  Buddhists  has  brought  within  the  means  of  his  people. 
Additions,  10.  Present  membership,  38.  Sunday  school  scholars,  40. 

At  Fukui,  the  capital  of  Fukui  Prefecture,  one  of  the  chief  pre- 
fectures on  the  west  coast,  about  two  days  journey  to  the  northwest, 
there  is  stationed  another  evangelist  under 'the  care  of  the  Japanese  Mis- 
sionary Society,  of  whose  salary  the  few  Christians  on  the  ground  pay  one 
fourth.  There  is  little  progress  to  report  in  the  direct  work  there  ;  but 
an  earnest  appeal  has  come  to  us  from  other  parties  for  aid  in  educational 
work,  and  it  seems  probable  that  an  arrangement  might  be  made,  hardly 
less  favorable  than  that  alread)7  entered  into  at  Sendai,  or  that  which  is 
nearly  completed  at  Niigata.  The  only  question  is,  whether  the  requisite 
number  of  new  missionaries  can  be  secured  to  enable  us  to  avail  our- 
selves of  this  new  opening. 

TOKYO  SECTION, 

The  First  Church  in  Tokyo  has  been  through  the  year  under  the  care 
of  its  experienced  pastor  Ixev.  H.  Kozaki.  It  has  suffered  somewhat 
during  the  year  from  the  removal  of  some  of  its  older  members  to  other 
places,  but  it  has  continued  to  flourish.  The  number  of  additions  is 
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reported  as  40,  but  this  seems  to  include  a  considerable  number  living 
in  certain  out-stations,  and  who  do  not  therefore,  add  to  the  strength  of 
the  local  church.  Since  the  aid  given  by  the  Mission  for  the  erection  of 
its  church  building,  the  church  has  been  financially  independent  of  the 
mission,  and  has  contributed  liberally  toward  outside  work. 

In  connection  with  the  mission,  this  church  has  supported  an 
evangelist  in  the  small  town  of  Fuda  about  ten  miles  from  Tokyo, 
where  it  is  thought  a  new  church  can  ere  long  be  organized.  Present 
membership,  120. 

In  November  of  last  year,  a  second  church  was  organized,  within  the 
outer  moat  of  the  castle  of  T6kyo,  which  is  called  the  Bancho  Church. 
This  church  was  the  result  of  the  work  of  the  Home  Missonary  Society, 
carried  on  for  more  than  a  year.  The  present  membership  of  this 
church  is  only  twenty-three,  but  the  outlook  is  very  hopeful.  The 
congregation  is  already  too  large  for  the  present  little  chapel,  one 
hundred  being  a  common  audience. 

Several  men  of  high  position  in  official  and  educational  circles  are  to 
be  found  among  the  members  of  this  church,  men  who  seem  ready  to 
devote  themselves  and  their  wide  influence  to  the  service  of  their 
Master.  Various  causes  have  led  to  a  large  attendance  of  students  at 
the  meetings  of  this  church,  from  some  of  the  private  schools  with 
which  Tokyo  abounds. 

Mr.  Kozaki,  aside  from  his  work  as  pastor  of  the  First  Church,  ia 
pastor  of  this  church  also.  The  care  of  these  two  churches  is  a  burden 
too  heavy  for  him  to  bear  alone  and  from  a  part  of  which  he  ought 
speedily  to  be  relieved. 

A  third  enterprise  has  been  started  by  Rev.  Mr.  Ebina  in  another 
SPCtion  of  the  city,  not  far  from  the  Imperial  University.  Owing  to  the 
difficulty  of  securing  a  suitable  place  for  a  chapel,  there  was  some  delay 
in  starting,  but  eventually  a  place  was  found  and  regular  services  com- 
menced. The  attendance  grew  from  eight  or  ten,  to  thirty  or  fort}',  but 
unfortunately  the  building  had  to  be  given  up  and  services  commenced 
elsewhere.  This  change  was  naturally  attended  with  some  loss.  The 
prospect,  however,  is  still  very  favorable.  Mr.  Ebina  has  recently  been  re- 
quested to  take  charge  of  the  religious  services  of  a  Young  Mens'  Christian 
Association  recently  organized  in  one  of  the  largest  private  schools  in 
Tokyo,  which  is  said  to  have  over  400  students. 

Not  far  from  seventy  miles  northwest  of  T6ky6  lies  Annaka, 
Mr.  Neesima's  old  home.  Here  is  planted  one  of  our  largest  churches — a 
church  which,  though  b}r  no  means  old,  may  yet  be  called  a  mother  of 
churches,  in  that,  already  four  churches  have  been  organized  as  the  more 
or  less  direct  result  of  its  own  activity,  while  a  fifth  is  ready  for  or- 
ganization as  a  self-supporting  church.  This  church,  as  last  year,  is 
under  the  care  of  Rev.  Mr.  Sugita  whose  self  forgetful  industry  has  laid 
his  people  under  a  heavy  debt  to  him.  Additions  during  the  year,  48. 
Present  membership,  190. 

A  little  to  the  south  of  Annaka  lies  the  district  of  Kanva,  or 
Kanraku  as  it  is  sometimes  called.  Its  principal  town,  Tomioka,  is  the 
eeat  of  a  large  silk-reeling  establishment  belonging  to  the  Government. 
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In  tliis  district  and  not  far  from  Tomioka  was  organized,  about  four 
years  ago,  the  first  offshoot  of  the  Annaka  church.  It  has  been  through 
the  year  under  the  care  of  Mr.  Kubota  as  acting  pastor.  During  the  early 
part  of  the  year  this  church  was  aided  by  the  mission  to  the  extent  of 
yen  3.00  per  month.  It  has,  however,  been  financially  independent  of 
the  mission  since  October  last.  Additions  during  the  year,  9.  Present 
membership,  67. 

About  three  miles  north-west  of  Annaka  lies  Haraichi,  like  Annaka 
a  post  station  on  the  famous  Nakasendo,  the  great  interior  road  connecting 
Tokyo  and  Kyoto.  Evangelistic  work  was  early  commenced  here  by  the 
Annaka  church  and  soon  after  a  kind  of  branch  was  organized,  which 
maintained  regular  services  though  its  members  continued  their  connection 
with  the  mother  chnrch.  Last  November,  this  quasi  branch  church  was 
organized  as  a  distinct  church.  It  is  under  the  care  of  Mr.  Niibara, 
a  graduate  of  the  Academic  Department  of  the  Doshisha,  and  for  a  time 
a  student  in  the  Theological  Department. 

Additions  reported  (two  months  only),  2.     Present  membership,  99. 

A  little  farther  along  on  the  same  post  road  is  Matsuida,  where 
there  awaits  formal  organization  another  branch  of  the  Annaka  church. 
This  work  is  under  the  care  of  Rev.  Mr.  Suda,  a  graduate  of  the 
Vernaacular  Dept.  of  the  Doshisha.  Its  statistics  are  apparently  in- 
cluded in  those  of  the  Annaka  church. 

A  little  to  the  north  of  Annaka,  on  another  public  road,  lies  the 
capital  of  the  Pref  cture  of  Gumma,  Maebashi.  Work  was  commenced 
in  this  city  by  Rev.  Mr.  Ebina  three  years  ago.  Although  the  com- 
munity was  not  able  to  assume  the  support  of  a  pastor,  it  was 
deemed  advisable  to  organize  a  church  here  last  November.  It  is  now 
in  charge  of  Rev.  Mr.  Fuwa,  formerly  of  Fukuoka.  Three  fifths  of  his 
salary  have  been  paid  by  the  mission,  but  from  July  next  this  aid  is 
to  be  reduced  to  two  fifths,  and  it  is  expected  that  a  further  reduction 
to  one  fifth  will  be  made  at  an  early  day.  This  is  the  only  organized 
church  connected  with  the  work  of  this  station  which  is  in  the  receipt 
of  financial  aid  from  the  mission. 

The  pastor,  Mr.  Fuwa,  besides  his  work  in  the  city,  makes  frequent 
•visits  to  country  stations  where  a  considerable  number  of  persons  has 
already  been  baptized.  At  one  of  these  stations,  called  Jlaramachi,  an 
ex-student  of  the  Doshisha  is  serving  as  an  evangelist  under  the 
Home  Missionary  Society.  This  place  has  not  been  visited  during  the 
year,  but  the  reports  which  come  to  us,  indicate  a  very  encouraging 
growth. 

The  Christians  in  these  outstations  constitute  a  considerable  share 
of  the  members  of  the  Maebashi  Church,  but  add  little  or  nothing  to 
its  financial  strength,  their  gifts  being  mainly  absorbed  in  the  places 
where  they  reside.  Additions  to  the  Maebashi  church,  Go.  Present 
membership  99. 

In  Fukushima,  the  capital  of  Fukushiina  prefecture,  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Tsunajima,  lately  pastor  of  the  third  church  of  Kyoto,  has  been  laboring 
since  last  June.  The  city  is  not  a  large  one,  but  is  a  convenient  center 
from  which  to  reach  an  important  region.  As  yet  the  fruits  of  this 
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work  are  few.  It  is  not  quite  decided  whether  this  field  will  be 
brought  within  the  care  of  the  Tokyo  or  the  Sendai  station. 

In  Wakamatsu  about  thirty  miles  west  of  Fukushima,  Mr.  Yamaoka, 
formerly  a  student  of  the  Theological  Dept.  of  the  Doshisha,  has  been 
working1  most  of  the  year.  It  is  thought  that  li ere  also  a  church  may 
be  organized  within  the  current  year. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  fuller  financial  statistics  cannot  be  given. 
For  the  first  time,  the  collection  of  the  statistics  of  the  churches  has 
taken  up  by  the  Committee  of  the  Japanese  churches,  and  their 
statistics  are  less  full  than  those  of  previous  years.  In  the  only  copy 
which  has  come  to  hand,  there  are  so  many  omissions  as  to  much  impair 
their  value  for  purposes  of  comparison  with  previous  years. 

The  contributions  reported  seem  to  include  only  the  expenses  of 
the  churches,  in  some  cases  at  least,  apparently  making  no  account  of  the 
contributions  to  the  missionary  society,  or  to  other  forms  of  outside  work. 
The  sum  total  reported  for  the  fourteen  churches  above  enumerated  is 
yen  2381.00,  or  yen  2.01  per  capita. 

Apparently  some  very  considerable  sums  which  should  have  been 
included  in  the  above  are  altogether  omitted.  I  may  mention  about 
yen  300.00  collected  for  the  Bancho  church  building  and  the  money 
contributed  as  security  for  the  Christian  and  Cosmos,  of  which  about 
yen  880.00  were  furnished  during  the  year,  and  most  of  it  by  the 
'Christians  connected  with  this  station.  It  is  true  this  money  is  not 
spent,  but  it  returns  less  than  half  the  usual  income  expected.  It 
represents  a  real  gift  of  no  mean  proportions.  These  are  but  illustra- 
tions of  a  considerable  class  of  gifts  which,  whether  they  could  all  be 
easily  tabulated  or  not,  testify  to  the  generosity  of  the  Japanese 
Christians. 

Mention  has  been  made  of  a  call  upon  the  mission  for  teachers  for 
a  school  in  Fukui  which  might  be  made  a  f  eder  to  the  Doshisha. 
This  is  a  specimen  of  a  large  number  of  similar  openings  where,  had 
we  the  necessary  men,  the  most  valuable  kind  of  missionary  work 
might  be  begun.  In  some  of  these  cases,  houses  for  the  foreign  teachers 
would  be  willingly  furnished,  besides  providing  for  all  other  expenses  of 
the  schools.  The  constituencies  of  these  schools  would,  there  is  much 
reason  to  believe,  be  early  amenable  to  Christian  teaching.  By  making 
such  stations  the  basis  of  an  extension  of  the  evangelistic  work,  rather 
than  enlarging  the  scope  of  the  Home  Missionary  Society,  there  would 
be  comparatively  little  trouble  in  securing  good  Japanese  teachers  with 
a  missionary  spirit ;  and  by  their  efficient  co-operation,  we  might  hope 
to  build  up  a  strong  and  healthy  work  which  would  be  financially 
independent  from  the  outset.  It  is  most  earnestly  hoped  that  a  speedy  re- 
inforcement will  enable  the  mission  to  enlarge  its  work  upon  these  lines. 

Certainly  there  has  never  been  more  reason  for  profound  gratitude 
for  the  rapidly  growing  work  in  Japan.  The  fields  grow  whiter 
every  day,  and  in  spite  of  the  small  number  of  laborers  both  Japanese 
and  foreign,  we  are  permitted  to  see  the  gathering  of  many  rich 
sheaves  which  are  the  earnest  of  a  glorious  harvest. 
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Statistics  of  the  Churches  connected  with  the  Kyoto  Station,  for  the
